TREASURY BOUGHT $8,748,000 


OF GOVERNMENT SECURITIES 


Morgenthau Refuses to Tell Wheth- 
er Week’s Purchases Are More 


or Less Than Usual. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Treas- 
ury purchases of $8,748,000 of Gov- 
ernment securities in the last week 
were announced today by Acting 
Secretary Morgenthau. 

Morgenthau declined to indicate 
whether this was an increase or de- 
crease over customary investments 
of this nature by the Treasury. 


Trains and trucks poured in, but 
there was no method of getting 
them unloaded, except for the few 
head that salesmen for commission 
houses were able to drive out of 
the cars. 

The main entrance to, the yards 
on Halsted street was picketed by 
strikers. Inside the yards, many 
trucks were parked in all available 
space, all loaded with livestock 
which could not even be weighed.

No employes of the big packing 
plants have been affected, yet, but 
the operations of the plants are 
limited to the livestock in the kill- 
ing pens on Saturday. 

Other unions which are involved 
include the Cold Storage Workers’ 
Association and the Packing’ House 
Butchers’ Union. 

The demand for wages paid in 
1929 would result in an increase of 
about 50 per cent. 

Efforts to mediate the strike were 
made by the Chicago Regional La- 
bor Board. President Robert M. 
Hutchins of the University of Chi- 
cago is chairman of the board. 

Circulars were distributed among 
the strikers this morning which 
said: “The NRA will not establish 
wage scales for you.” 

Receipts were heavy, with 40,000 
hogs, 16,000 cattle and 17,000 sheep 
estimated as already on hand with 
more coming. The Monday receipts 
usually are the heaviest of the 
week. Railroad officials are wor- 
ried lest the yards become jammed 
with livestock shipments which 
cannot be handled: 

Late in the morning, the railroads 
shoved hastily recruited crews of 


clerks and other white collar work- 


ers to unload cars. They moved the 
livestock to the nearest pens, where 
the animals were locked in without 


Hunter, “and he replied ‘no.’

KENTUCKY RATIFIES REPEAL; 
IT IS 33D STATE TODO $0 


Ninenteen Delegates .Cast Unani- 
mous Vote in Accord With 
Electors’ Decision.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov. 27. — 
Kentucky today became the thirty- 
third State-to formally ratify re- 
peal of the eighteenth emendment. 
Its 19 delegates elected by the 
State-wide voteg over the prohibi- 
tionists slate by more than 145,000 
majority voted unanimously for re- 
peal. 

The delegates were not pledged 
for repeal in order theoretically to 
make the convention a deliberative 
body and avoid any possible legal 
pitfalls, but they were nominated 
by the United Council for Repeal 
and planned to vote in a block after 
organizing and taking Kentucky’s 
traditional oath against dueling. 

Formal ratification in convention 
Dec. 5 by Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Utah will complete action on the 
amendment, and on Dec. 6 Maine,

Securities Corporation for stock in 
that company and $28,800,000 cash. 
He added that: 

The Wesco Corporation, owning 
a chain of theaters on the West 
coast, sold at $96 a total of $15,000,- 
000 notes. 

The Film Securities Corporation 
sold 51,833 shares of common and 
$20,000,000 notes for $19,268,333. This 
corporation also sold 100,000 shares 
of preferred stock at $97 for $9,- 
700,000. 

From this financing, Dodge’ said, 
Fox Film and Wesco realized $70,- 
897,500 to meet their obligations. 

Chiefly, he added, it was used 
to meet $55,000,000 of one-yea. notes 
which matured at that time, and 
which Halsey-Stuart & Co. refusei 
to renew. 

Dodge placed jn the record a his- 
tory of the financing which dis- 
closed huge losses to the Chase 
Bank and the Chase Securities Cor- 
poration. The bank has now writ- 
ten down the losses by about $70,- 
000,000. 

.Dodge’s statement showed only 
$1,791,300 of the $30,000,000 of bonds 
were sold to the public at the of- 
fering price of 984%. As a result, he 
said, the Chase Securities Corpora- 
tion took up the entire issue fo1 
$29,465, and the bank took the 
corporation’s interest in the issue. 

The Chase Securities Corporation 
and associates also took up the 
$20,000,000 note issue of Film Secur- 
ities Corporation and the $15,000.000 
Wesco issue which was later sold 
to the Chase Bank, he added. 
When the $6,000,000 loan referred 
to previously was made, Dodge tes- 
tified, Fox Film faced maturing 
notes of $55,000,000 in 1931. Ferdi- 
nand Pecora, congnittee counsel, 
said the market operations were de- 
signed to “boost” the market price 
of the Fox Film stock, so that Op- 
tions on it would make bonds zt- 
tractive to the public. Dodge said 
the plan failed, as the market co}- 
lapsed, and the loan was never 
repaid.

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Mob Lynches Kidnapers of Hart —

by telephone to the Hart home a 
week after the young victim had 
been put to death, was knocked 
senseless. Other officers were 
manhandled and brushed aside. 

The mob demanded Antone Ser- 
pa, recently convi.ed of man- 
slaughter in the killing of Leon- 
ard Ramonda, a ranch foreman, 
but Deputy Sheriffs persuaded the 
group to let Serpa alone. 

In the cell which had _ impris- 
oned David A. Lamson, now under 
sentence to hang for the murder 
of his wife,.Allene, at Stanford 
University. last May, the mob seized 
the whimpering Thurmond, drag- 
ging him to tue street and raining 
blows on him. 

Holmes struggled as he mwas 
dragged from the ce]] that once 
had held Douglas Templeton, now 
serving a life sentence for the 
murder of his aunt. He likewise, 
was dragged out and pummeled. 

The two were dragged down the 
alley between the court-house and 
the partially constructed postoffice 
and across the street in the palm- 
fringed park. Officers, who had 
given up the fight, were closed 
out of the picture as the approving 
thousands lined the bordering 
streets. 

Twigs Seized as Souvenirs. 

The mob velectea a inmb of a tall 
tree, looped a rope about the un- 
conscious Thurmond’s neck and 
strung him up, while the crowd 
cheered. The clothing was torn 
from the lower part of the body and 
he hung there half clad. 

Choosing a limb for Holmes re- 
quired about 10 minutes. A tree 
some 200 yards from where Thur- 
mond was hanged finally was se- 
lected. Holmes was stripped of all 
clothing and hanged. The crowd, 
augmented by thousands who had 
emerged from the theaters just in 
time to witness the gruesome cli- 
max, quieted. Photographers 
whose equipment had been seized 
earlier were not molested. 

The body of Thurmond was cut 
down finally and the crowd 
swarmed into the park to break 
souvenir twigs from the hanging 
limb. The crowd was beginning to 
melt away when the body of 
Holmes was taken down. 

Only Two Shots Fired; No Arrests. 
Hours after the lynching the tear 
gas still hung about the jail. The 
floors of the building were filled 
with wreckage. Two steel barred 
doors that had been smashed were 
barely hanging on their hinges and 
the heavy pipes that had served as 
battering rams lay in a corridor. 
Not an arrest was made. The 
only shots that were fired, with 
the exception of the charges from 
tear gas guns and bombs, were the 
two that started the attack on the 
ail. 
Sheriff Emig, after recovering 
consciousness, stood by, helpess, un- 
til the lynching was over. Then he 
went to a hospital for treatment. 
Howard Buffington, a deputy, who 
was struck from behind while 
pleading with the mob, and State 
Highway Patrolman Nick Gladner, 
also received emergency treatment. 
Several persons were struck by fly- 
ing missiles or burned by tear gas 
bursts. 

The lynching was the first in Call- 
fornia in 13 years. The last time 
was Dec. 10, 1920, when George 
Boyd, Terance Fitts and Charles 
Valento, San Francisco gangsters 
accused of killing three police of- 
ficers, were hanged from a tree af- 
ter being dragged from the So 
noma County jail at Santa Rosa. 
Holmes’ father and mother clung 
to faith in his innocence today. 
‘Maurice Holmes, the father, for 
30 years a respected tailor in. the 
community, said: “My son was 
innocent.”

“He came out crying, ‘I'm not 
Holmes, I’m not Holmes,’ but one 
of the lynchers rushed up and 
grabbed him by the neck and told 
him to shut up.. Another fellow 
cracked him in the jaw. 


“Holmes went down and when he 
got to his feet another man hit him. 
and another, until he lay sprawled 
at their feet. 


“They pulled him to his feet and 
stood him against the wall, while 
others kept hitting him in the face 
with their fists. They finally put a 
rope around his neck and dragged 
him head first down the steps. 

“Then they went up on the third 
floor and found Thurmond hanging 
by his hands to the iron grating of 
a high window inside the lavatory, 
where he thought they wouldn’t see 
him. 

“He didn’t try to deny his iden- 
tity, but he came out sniveling and 
his face \vas very white. I have 
never seen human beings look so 
terrified as Holmes and Thurmond. 

Women and Children in Crowd. 

“Thurmond kept repeating ‘Don’t 
string me up. For God’s sake don't 
string me up.’ .And they hit him 
as they did Holmes and dragged 
him down the steps with a _ rope 
around his neck. 

“They took both men across the 
streets threw the rope crds over 
tree limbs and jerked them rough- 
ly off their feet to die. 

“There were women and children 
in the crowd and they saw that 
whole thing in the park. Some of 
the children were babies in their 
mothers’ arms. | 

“I heard a number of women 
laugh, even after it was all over, 
and say it had been a good thing. 

“That mob seemed to be insane. 
The tear gas never feazed 
them.

Woman’s Bureau Attaches frovi- 
sion vn Hours and Wages As 
Hearings Are begun.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Opposi- 


shop wages” in the propsed restau- 
rant code was expressed today by 
the women’s bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor in a brief submitted 
as hearings opened before a deputy 
administrator, A. D. Whiteside. 
The bureau said the proposed 
wage scale, with differentials for 
the South, deduction for meals and 
lodging and recognition of tips as 
up to 50 per cent of the workers’ 
remuneration, would mean wages as 
low as 11% cents an hour in the 
North and 9 cents in the South. 

Workin; hours, it asserted, should 
be shortened to spread employment. 
The code proposes a 54-hour max- 
imum week with 60 hours with over- 
time allowance for peak periods 
three weeks of each six months. 

The code—the hour and wage pro- 
visions of which were opposed by 
spokesmen of employes’ associations 
—would fix minimum wages rang- 
ing from 28 cents an hour in cities 
of more than 500,000 p@pulation to 
23 cents th those under 10,000, per- 
mit the reduction of 25 cents each 
for meals and $2.50 a week for 
lodging. 

A 5 per cent differential would 
be provided in the South and 10 per 
cent in Kansas and Missouri.

Gen. MacArthur places the Unit- 
ed States “second or third” in world 
airplane strength. He said. army 
and navy planes totaled 2853, as 
against about 4000 for France. 

In land air strength alone, Mac- 
Arthur put the United States “third 
or fourth.” This compares with a 
world standing in organized mili- 
tary strength of seventeenth. 

The chief of staff reported the 
army’s strength was “below the 
danger line.” 

“TI consider it of the most urgent 
importance to the United States 
that this condition be rectified 
without delay,” he said. 

MacArthur, in making specific 
recommendations for increasing the 
army’s efficiency, spoke of the “ob- 
vious state of unrest now prevailing 
throughout the world.” The reeom- 
mendations included: 

An increase in regular army en- 
listed strength from 120,000 to 165,- 
000, with immediate exemption of | 
the enlisted man from the 15 per 
cent Government pay cut. 
$200,000,000 Program. 
An expenditure of nearly $200,- 
000,000 on aircraft, modernization 
and motorization of the field ar- 
tillery, mechanization, anti-aircraft 
equipment and general motoriza- 
tion. “ 
Maintenance of the national 
guard at existing strength with 48 
drill periods and two weeks’ active 
training annually. 
At least 120,000 reserve officers 
with two weeks’ annual training 
for at least 30,000. At present there 
are 119,000 reserve officers, but 
only 87,000 are eligible for active 
duty training. 
Restoration of the 1932 instruc-, 
tion and personnel scale for the R. 
Oo. T. C. and C. M. T. C. 
“The United States does not need 
a military establishment compara- 
ble to the great armies. existing in 
certain of the foreign nations,’ 
MacArthur said. 
“The professional-civilian mili- 
tary system prescribed in the Na- 
tional Defense Act is almost ideal- 
ly suited to our requirements, pro- 
vided only the strength and effi- 
ciency of the several elements are 
maintained at reasonable elements. 
“The aim of the recommenda- 
tions I have made herein is simply 
to provide and maintain the requi- 
site efficiency and strength.” 

Motor Equipment Obsolete. 
MacArthur said the great propor- 
tion of army motor equipment, in- 
cluding tanks, was obsolete and 
that appropriation slashes have re- 
sulted in “obsolete and inefficient 
equipment” and “a serious shortage 
in ammunition.” 

“All activities of a strictly mili- 
tary nature have been materially 
curtailéd,” the General added. 
MacArthur said that while the 
1934 supply bill provided $270,000,- 
000 for military expenditures as 
compared with $334,764,000 in 1932, 
an order from Lewis Douglas, direc- 
tor of the budget, for a further 
slash of $80,000,000 “was a stunning 
blow to national defense.” This or- 
der later was modified, MacArthur 
said, to allow a total expenditure 
this year of $231,964,000. 

The Chief of Staff listed general 
army mortorization needs at 9385 
trucks and 279 tractors, plus 19,500 
units for the National Guard. He 
said the Public Works Administra- 
tion had been asked for $804,000,

Robinson of Arkansas, Senate ma- 
“jority leader, speaking on “Dicta- 
tors” at the Y. M. H. A. last night, 
said President - Roosevelt was 
not a dictator, and defended the 
President’s monetary policies 
against their critics. Alfred E. 
Smith, whose running mate Sena- 
tor Robinson was in the 1928 presi- 


dential campaign, was the only one 
of the critics whom he mentioned 
by name. 

“Estimable gentlemen, including 
former Gov. Smith,” Robinson said, 
‘“who so vigorously condemn the 
President’s monetary policy, have 
in mind something which is indeed 
to be dreaded, namely, inflation by 
the printing and issuance of irre- 
deemable and unsecured Treasury 
“notes in large amounts. 

' “They overlook the fact that this 
“has been averted by the very meth- 
od and process which they con- 
‘“demn. It is easy to criticise. The 
same forces now in massed array, 
‘denouncing the President’s policies, 
“sat still as the dead when the 
banks were being closed, when the 
"Treasury was confronted by a $2,- 
500,000,000 -deficit and the threat 
"of a $5,000,000,000 deficit. Those 
who had nothing to suggest when 
‘the shadows fel! stand in a poor 
slight when, still unable to suggest 
anything, they place themselves in 
the position of obstructors and ob- 
* jectors. 
Danger of Inflation. 
“If tomorrow the United States

128,000 MEN PUT TO WORK 
ON PWA ROAD PROJECTS 


Construction Paid for Out of $400,- 
000,000 Fund Is Under Way in 
Every State.

“WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — A 
steady rise in the number of con- 
tracts awarded by the states for 
road work under their shares of the 


$400,000,000 Federal Highway fund 
with a resultant rise in employ- 
ment is reported to the Public 
Works Administration by the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads. 

Secretary of Interior Ickes, Pub- 
lic Works Administrator, has been 
insistent that states lagging in 
spending their allocations rush the 
awarding of contracts to increase 
employment. Actual highway work 
financed from the fund is said to 
be under way now in every state. 

The Public Works Administration 
estimates that 128,663 men are at 
work on the 3245 road projects un- 
der way. In Georgia, where a con- 
troversy between. Gov. Talmadge 
and the State Highway Commis- 
sion has impeded _ the program, 
projects are said to have been 
“finally launched.” 

Projects so far approved total 
$237,375,000 and it is estimated this 
amounf will give direct employment 
to 281,640 men.

Roosevelt to Make Decision 
on Federal Control Pend- 
ing Enactment of Perma- 
nent Legislation.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 27.— 
President Roosevelt today received 
the code for control of the liquor 
industry and went into conference 
with Secretary Wallace on it. 

The code gives the Government 
broad veto power over the industry 
with the initiative left largely in 
the hands of the distillers on con- 
trol of production and distribution. 
While authority for the Govern- 
ment supervision comes from the 
powers of the Agriculture Adjust- 
ment Act, it is the plan of Secre- 
tary Wallace to turn over to the 
Treasury Department most of the 
administration of the liquor control 
agreement. 

By taking over control of the 
whisky traffic, the administration 
hopes to fulfill the promise of the 
twenty-first amendment which pro- 
vides for protection of the dry 
states after repeal. 

It will be up to Congress to pro- 
vide for the permanent supervision 
of the liquor industry and the pro- 
tection of the dry states. 

Repeal is destined to become ef- 
fective next week-end and early 
action by the President on signa- 
ture of a code is in prospect.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — The 
revised Government-drafted . code 
for liquor distillers was sent today 
to President Roosevelt at Warm 
Springs, Ga., for final decision on 
the policy of Federal control of 
the industry until Congress can en- 
act permanent legislation. 

Brewing Hearing Suspended. 

Hearings on the administrative 
provisions of the brewers’ code 
were suspended today at the re- 
quest of the President’s committee 
to permit it to make further study 
of the provisions with a view to 
meeting certain objections voiced 
by the brewers. 

Experts working with the Presi- 
dent’s committee said Roosevelt’s 
decision on the _ distillers’ code 
would undoubtedly affect the brew- 
ers’ pact and gave that reason for 
the suspension of hearing on the 
latter. 

Several proposals designed _ to 
meet some objections raised by the 
distillers were to be laid before the 
President.

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—Dissension in 
the German Protestant church in- 
creased over the week-end. 

While Nazi Christians in Thurin- 
gia demanded a policy more radical 
than that previously enunciated by 
Nazi leaders, the opposition to the 
Nazi Christian program also gath- 
ered volume. 

The Thuringians urged “a new 
interpretation” of the idea of the 
Rev. Joaquin Hossenfelder, Nazi 
Christian leader, “in the spirit of 
the Third Reich.” 

Many pastors in Bavaria and 
Wuerttemberg announced their se- 
cession from the Nazi Christian 
movement. Three well-known pro- 
fessors of theology also left from 
the Nazi Christians. : 

Two more non-Nazi pastors were 
suspended for allegedly assailing 
the Rev. Mr. Hossenfelder. Three 
others previously had been suspend- 
ed, but they were reinstated.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The 
Washington Post says,that “hither- 
to undisclosed legal opinions” in- 
volving the Government’s gold-buy- 
ing plan shed new light’ on the 
recent resignations ~* Dean Ache- 
son, undersecretary, and Dr. O. M. 
W. Sprague, financial adviser, of 
the Treasury. 

Acheson, the paper says, sub- 
mitted a memorandum during the 
absence of Secretary Woodin hold- 
ing that the plan of letting the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
buy gold would be of “doubtful 
legality.” 

At about the same time, the pa- 
per reports, Stanley Reed, R. F. C. 
general counsel, said that language 
in the recovery act that the R. F. C. 
“may sell on a discount basis short- 
term obligations payable at ma- 
turity without interest” permitted 
the corporation to exchange its 
short-term notes for gold. 

Attorney-General’s Opinion. 

Attorney-General Cummings pre- 
pared for the President a special 
opinion on the legality of the plan, 
upholding Reed, but that opinion 
has not been made public. 

The Post attributes to Acheson 
a memorandum citing the s me lan- 
guage from the recovery act as 
was huoted by Reed and adding 
hat Congress contemplated that the 
issuance of R. F. C. obligations 
should be used only for revenue 
purposes, for giving the corpora- 
tion means of raising funds for 
lending purposes. 

R. F. C. short-term notes traded 
for the gold are issued at a dis- 
count. Acheson’s memorandum is 
quoted as saying: 

“Quite clearly it would not be a 
discount justifiable for revenue pur- 
poses and to consider it as a dis- 
count at all within the meaning of 
that term.as used by legislators 
would be to open wide the door 
for any and every kind of manipu- 
lation for ulterior purposes where 
a statute provides revenue-obtain- 
ing machinery on a discount basis.” 

Acheson further is quoted as say- 
Ling that the R. F. C. has authority 
only to offer to “sell” its obliga- 
tions at prices it determines and 
that “if the obligations are to be 
exchanged for gold, the gold must 
therefore, be considered not as a 
commodity but as money.” 

“Gold as money,” Acheson is 
quoted, “has a definite statutory 
value, namely the legally-established 
parity price. At any other price it 
could not be money.’

Se has done the right thing by step- 

ping down and out when he found him- 
self opposed to the administration’s poli- 
cies and desirous of joining the Tory gang 
of financiers being organized by the New 
York Chamber of Commerce for restor- 
ing the gold standard. 

The sachs standard is a tradition of the 
past. Prof. Sprague comes to us from 
the Bank of England. He doubtless re- 
members the speeches of Neville Cham- 
berlain, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
who said in a speech of Feb. 25, “It is 
rather difficult to get an idea into some 
people’s heads, because I have repeat- 
edly stated and state now that we can- 
not go back to the gold standard until 
we can be satisfied it will work.” While 
recently advising the Bank of England, 
he was not able to advise it to stop ear- 
marking our gold under the gold parity 
standard, and carrying it away by the 
shipload. 

He misrepresents President Roose- 
velt’s policy when he says he is depreciat- 
ing the dollar in an attempt to raise 
prices. In the first place, our dollar is 
up 300 per cent over 1920, when wheat 
sold at $2.42 in Chicago. Secondly, the 
President stated his object on Oct. 23, 
saying, “The United States must take 
firmly in its hands the control of the 
gold value of our dollar.” The way to 
find out the value of anything is to buy 
and sell it. The way to find out what the 
premium on gold has risen to is to bid 
dollars for gold in the open market. The 
Treasury is trying to find out the gold 
value of dollars by graduated bidding. 

Now, the President goes on to say: 

“Whenever necessary to the end in view 
(control of the gold value of our dol- 
lar), we shall also buy or sell gold in the 
world market.” Our currency will be 
backed by gold, give or take, at the mar- 
ket price, and no more raids on our gold 
reserves by Europe like those of last 
year, which destroyed $15.50 of bank 
credit for every dollar of gold carried 
away. 
, Under Prof. Sprague’s advice, the Bank 
of England would come over here and 
get $410 worth of gajd for $20.67 in green- 
backs, because he would maintain a 
parity. 

It is true that the premium on gold is 
a bounty on exports and a duty on im- 
ports and will promote our foreign trade, 
but the purpose of these Treasury oper- 
ations is to maintain a stable volume of 
money with a stable value to the dollar. 
“A consummation devoutly to be 
wished.”

So offensive 
are the activities of the lobby at Jefferson City that 
Gov. Park has advised a special investigation, which 
the utilities arrogantly tried at first to frustrate 
and afterward to hamstring with an unwieldy com- 
mittee. 
The game they are playing as an enemy of public 
ownership is an old pastime of the utility interests. 
They have been at it a long time. They know all 
the tricks. They used to doctor the textbooks of the 
public schools. They used to hire college professors 
of flabby character to go forth and preach the gospel 
of private ownership, ostensibly as experts reporting 
the results of their own impartial research. They 
used to persuade club women, for charming example, 
to sign statements prepared by ghost writers, setting 
forth the virtues of electric power as administered 
by the rapacity and corruption of Insullism. Fawning 
editors used profitably to publish ready-to-print edi- 
torials as their own lucubrations, in exchange for 
advertising contracts. What largess the power inter- 
ests have dispensed among politicians may only be 
eonjectured, but they were royally generous to that 
senatorial candidate in Illinois, who, on the face of 
the returns, was elected, and, on the face of the suh- 
sequently discovered facts, was rejected. 
Last January, the electric power magnates re- 
nounced their evil. ways, turned over a new leaf and 
candidly acknowledged a change of heart.

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TRUCK REGULATION. 

A code for the trucking industry is among the 
latest of the knotty problems before the Recovery 
Administration. So numerous and conflicting are the 
interests of truck operators that agreement even 
among themselves is difficult, as shown by the fact 
that almost 100 proposed codes were originally pre- 
sented. Two of the large groups, trucks owned by 
farmers and by businesses for their own use, are 
exempt from code provisions. The other classifica- 
tions include interstate common carriers, intrastate 
eommon carriers, contract carriers and independents. 


enters the question. Unregulated competition of mo- 
tor vehicles has become a serious threat to railroad 
interests. The growing inroads of the truck against 
the rail carrier is shown in the fact that 31 per cent 
of all fruits and vegetables hauled to market went 
by truck in 1931, and 37 per cent in 1932; that haul- 
ing of ivestock by truck increased from 33 to 42 per 
cent in the same period. Among efforts at regulation 
is the experiment to be launched in Missouri, begin- 
ning next Jan. 1, requiring truck rate schedules ap- 
proximating 77.5 per cent of railroad tariffs. 
The National Industria) Traffic League has stated 
its opposition to inclusion in a truck code of “any 
provisions fixing or regulating rates for transporta- 
tion.” Whether or not such regulation has a place in 
an NRA code, some steps in that direction are cer- 
tain to be taken soon to bring order out of the trans- 
portation chaos. Transportation Co-ordinator East- 
man is making a survey of the field, and may be ex- 
pected to recommend Federal regulatory action when 
Congress meets in January. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission already has reported in favor of 
regulation. In view of the probable failure of joint 
state action on this troublesome problem, regulation 
by Congress is quite likely. 
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FEDERAL WORKERS AND THE BLUE EAGLE. 
After months spent in superintending the enact- 
ment of shorter hours and higher pay for workers 
in a multitude of industries, Gen. Johnson has dis- 
covered, that he is living, so to speak, in a glass 
house. Employes of the NRA itself have decided they, 
as well as the workers in private industry, are en- 
titled to a few of the Blue Eagle’s blessings. “Now 
it is our turn for collective bargaining,” they assert, 
and show that they mean business by organizing 
under a charter of the American Federation of Gov- 
ernment Employes. The 40-hour week and higher 
pay schedules should apply to them, these workers 
assert, as Well as to clerical employes on the outside. 
No one can quarrel with this attitude. In fact, 
Gen. Johnson points out that the hasty organization 
of his corps and the emergency nature of its duties 
have caused unfavorable working conditions, and 
adds that he is “thoroughly in sympathy” with the 
employes’ views. 
The Government itself, as a large employer, can- 
not afford to disregard the terms it has laid down 
for private concerns. Restoring buying power to| 
Federal workers is as important as its restoration 
to private employes. It is inconsistent that salary 
reductions in Federal service should be continued 
while the Government still urges higher wages and 
shorter hours upon employers in general. We wish 
the NRA workers well in their campaign, and hope 
other branches of Government service will also be 
brought under the Blue Eagle’s employment schedules. 
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FROM ANOTHER SLANT. 
Virgil E. Jordan, president of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board, and an avowed opponent of 
the Roosevelt recovery program, has been doing some 
figuring. Putting down the “liabilities” thus far—the 
forestry camps, the Tennessee Valley project, emer- 
gency relief allotments, mortgage extension, the pub- 
lic works program, etc.—-he comes to the conclusion 
that “the new delusion,” as he calls it, has “cost” the 
American people more than 11 billion dollars. With- 
out checking over his addition, let us grant the ac- 
curacy of Dr. Jordan’s conclusion. What of it? 
Another set of Federal expenditures comes to mind, 
those in payment for our part in the World War. 
The report of the Secretary of the Treasury shows 
that the money cost to the American people for par- 
ticipating in that carnival of killing was approxi- 
mately 40 billion dollars to June, 1931. If we could, 
with ‘little or no hesitation, spend 40 billion dollars

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HETHER or not there is any reality in 
the present discussion over the free- 
dom of the press in America, the whole 
issue of free. speech is just now a very vital 
one. The press has been more and more 
subjected to critical analysis, and the public, 
slowly awakening to the importance of what) 
has hitherto been taken for granted, has 
begun to inquire what the real function of 
the press is. 
*It would be defined, if one considered its 
highest possible function, as but another 
phase of the search for truth, a part of the 
search that is exemplified in the modern 
world by science and the role of the scien- 
tist in modern life. While it is possible to 
criticise the press in the present age, it is 
true that in many instances it fulfills that 
highest function. Just because we believe 
that that is such a vital function in the 
chaos of present-day life, the League of 
Women Voters has arranged to bring to St. 
Louis one of the journalistic truth-seekers 
of the present day, Edgar Ansel Mowrer, 
who will speak here Wednesday night, Nov. 
29, at St. Louis University Law School Audi- 
torium. 

The fearlessness, the courage, the intel- 
lectual integrity of these %ournalistic truth- 
seekers is, on its highest and most effective 
plane, as admirable and as disinterested as 
the zeal of the scientist. More than any 
other single individual, Mr. Mowrer has dis- 
closed the true state of affairs in Germany 
and, what is perhaps even more important 
than the contemporary picture, has shown 
how ,the Hitler dictatorship came into power, 

The analysis contained in his book, “Ger- 
many Puts the Clock Back,” is masterful in 
the way in which it adds detail to detail, 
until one sees quite clearly that the reaction 
in Germany was inevitable. He relates the 
various contributing factors. to each other 
until one understands how it was that a des- 
pairing people in the land of Goethe and 
Béethoven could turn to the black reaction, 
the old military order, which Hitler repre- 


sents. 
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As Mr. Mowrer analyzes the German ret- 
rogression, there were three chief factors 
which led to the virtual overthrow of the 
Republic and the restoration of the pre-war 
rule, which was a rule of big industrialists, 
the nobility and the great land holders. 
Those factors were: 

1, First and foremost, of course, the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, which was a treaty of humili- 
ation, of rank degradation, a treaty as harsh 
as the treaties of Bucharest and _ Brest- 
Litovsk which Germany forced on Rumania 
and Russia before her armies were defeated. 
2. The fact that the Repyblic which was 
born of the revolution in 1919 was under 
the leadership of men who had grown up 
under the old order. They were Republicans, 
or Social-Democrats, but they had in their 
very being an inherent fear of the old goOv- 
erning class; they lacked the courage to 
make any really drastic changes In the so- 
cial order; in effect, they handed the nation 
back to the same elements that had brought 
it to hankruptcy. 

3. The world-wide depression was the. 
final factor which brought about Hitler’s 
success; without it, he might never have 
capitalized the growing discontent of the

Through a fortunate coincidence, this 
analysis appeared at the moment that Hit- 
ler accedea to power. Quite naturally, al- 
though the book was written in an objec- 
tive tone, it enraged Hitler and his lieuten- 
ants. They sought to force Mr. Mowrer ito 
resign from the presidency of the Foreign 
Press Association in Berlin. His colleagues 
would not allow this, even though Mr. Mow- 
rer offered to resign. He remained at his 
post as correspondent and as head of the 
press association, at no little risk to his 
life from fanatical Nazis, until this fall. He 
is one of those truth-seekers who have made 
the modern newspaper what it is.

In the main Mr. Oberfelder has 
done his work well. The play re- 
quires, during its three acts, some 
11 changes of scenes but, without 
the use of a revolving stage or any 
other mechanical contraptions, 
these changes are rapidly made 
with a succession of different back 
drops fitted in with,side walls which 
remain in the same throughout. 
The cast, too, presented some cif- 
ficulties to the entrepreneur from 
the West. An unusually large ore 
but with practically every role of 
some importance, Mr. Oberfelder 
had the buy his talent with about 
half an eye on the actor and an cye 
and a half on his budget—for seat 
charges running from 35 cents to a 
dollar permit of no wild entrav- 
agances. For the most part though, 
the company is entirely capabie. 
James Kirkwood, a motion picture 
player, furnishes the “name” at- 
traction in the role of the faded 
cinema idol, Larry Remault, which 
was done, in the film version, by 
John Barrymore. It was, however, 
our old friend Pierre Watkin, hero 
of many a dr of the Arthur 
Casey-Mary Hart stetk-days at the 
Orpheum, who nig epee out as 
the headliner ef the performance, 
playing Dan Packard, the self-made 
millionaire, which was done for tre 
screen by Wallace Beery. To all in- 
tents and purposes Mr. Watkin was 
the star so far as last night’s audi- 
ence was concerned and gave, too, 
the best performance of anyone in 
the cast. Others who did excellent 
work were Viola Frayne as the lhit- 
tle gutter snipe elevated to ermine 
and diamonds by Packard; Eveta 
Nudsen the Mrs. Oliver Jordan 
whose dinner at eight is the stetm 
center of the plot; Leonard Lord as 
Larry Renault’s press agent; Vir- 
ginia Milne as the Jordan’s sweet 
and romantic daughter, and Marian 
Waring-Manley who played, most 
delightfully, the plump and jovial 
old actress, Carlotta Vance, a char- 
acter made famous on the screen 
by Marie Dressler. 


The story of the play is reason- 
ably familiar to most followers of 
the stage and cinema. Mrs. Jordan 
arranges a little dinner at eight in 
honor of Lord and Lady Fern- 
cliffe, visitors from England. And 
then the trouble begins. Things go 
wrong in the Jordan kitchen; pro- 
spective guests decline for one rea- 
son or another, necessitating last- 
minute substitutions; Mr. Jordan is 
at the point of death as the result 
of a heart attack brought on by 
worry over the fact that Packard, 
one of the dinner set, has double- 
crossed him in a business deal; an- 
other, Larry Renault, kills himself, 
and, to cap the climax, at least for 
Mrs. Jordan, Lord Ferncliffe and 
his lady send last-minute regrets. 
As the final curtain comes down, 
the dinner is about to start as a 
much tangled and mixed-up affair. 
It is a rather abrupt ending. In the 
picture liberties were taken with 
Miss Ferber and Mr. Kaufman’s 
drama which brought the drama to 
a more satisfactory conclusion, but, 
at all events, “Dinner at Eight” is 
done by the Oberfelder company 
just as it was done, with consider- 
able success, upon the New York 
stage last winter and is an ambi- 
tious beginning for the new Ober 
felder season.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—Firmin Gemier, 
director of the Odeon State Thea- 
ter and long regarded as the fore- 
most French actor, especially of 
Shakespearean roles, died of heart 
disease yesterday at his home. He 
was 64 years old.

In the easiest kind of fashion,

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POLICEMAN WALKS IN

Fellow Vice: Squad Patrolman 
Clubbed in Raid on New 
York Apartment.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—A_ vice 
squad policeman was slain and his 
partner clubbed with a revolver 
when they raided an upper West 
Side apartment and stepped unwit- 
tingly into a holdup yesterday. Two 
of a dozen or more men in the

EXPLANATION OF SATURDAY’S CARTOON . 


In the early days of Pueblo, Colorado, fifteen offenders against the primitive laws of the frontier 
were hanged upon the sturdy old cottonwood tree, standing in the center of what now is South Union 
avenue, Pueblo. At the tinie, that part of the town was in Mexico, while the territory north of the river 
was No Man’s Land. Judge Lynch was the presiding jurist under the cottonwood tree, and his court, 
which boasted neither clerks nor reporters, had the reputation of being the most relentless tribunal of 
the frontier. One of the victims of the tree was convicted by the process of drawing lots. Among the 
victims were three horse thieves of the vicinity of the St. Charles mesa.

West led the jack of clubs—the 
lead of a fine player, the only one 
which appears to have a hope of 
setting the contract. As sometimes 
happens in this game, West was 
punished for making the right lead 
technically, for on this particular 
hand it gave the declarer a grand 
slam. The ace of clubs is doomed 
if declarer is allowed to win a club 
trick before the ace is played. 


An Unusual Development. 


A rare feature was that declarer, 
though holding a five-card suit, did 
her squeezing with a four-card suit. 
Winning the club lead with her 
king, she led the queen and jack 
of hearts. When West failed to fol- 
low on the second round, it was 
plain that she held four of each 
other suit, and would therefore not 
be able to hold on to protection in 
all of them—in fact, not in any. 
West discarded ofi the other hearts 
two clubs and a spade. Declarer 
was now able to take four rounds 
of spades, getting, to dummy with 
the queen of diamonds after the 
second round of spades. On the 
last spade, West had to let go either 
a diamond or else the ace of clubs. 
At the tenth trick, North leads the 
last spade, having also a small dia- 
mond and Q@ 4 of clubs. South has 
A K 8 3 of diamonds. West has to 
discard from J 10 9 of diamonds 
and ace of clubs, and must make 
good for the thirteenth trick either 
South’s eight of diamonds or 
North’s queen of clubs. Here was a 
squeeze that developed easily and 
naturally on a hand that was in-no 
way freakish.

Hypertension 


IGH blood pressure is known 
H to be definitely associated with 

such conditions as _  arterio- 
sclerosis and diseases of the kid- 
neys. But there are certain con- 
ditions in which high blood pres- 
sure exists, without any apparent 
organic reason. 


Patients suffering from hyper- 
tension commonly complain of 
nervousness, dizziness, fatigue, 
insomnia, and vasomotor disorders, 
the latter frequently taking the 
form of flushes, sensations of heat, 
unwarranted perspiration, and the 
like. 

Psychoneurotic patients, or. as 
they are commonly described, pa- 
tients suffering from nervousness, 
complain of similar disorders, and 
the idea naturally suggests itself 
that possibly the very same type of 
condition that in one patient pro- 
duces “nervousness” may in anoth- 
er produce hypertension, or both 
conditions simultaneously. 


The high blood pressure of these 
sufferers could be lowered by a 
wide variety of treatments, includ- 
ing suggestion, psychotherapy, a 
change of environment, removal of 
emotional] disturbances, and _ the 
like. 

On the other hand, not infre- 
quently the onset of the symptoms 
of nervousness, dizziness, fatigue, 
insomnia, etc., could be established 
as having taken place at a time 
when the patient was emotionally 
or otherwise upset. 

Blood pressure is essentially un- 
der the control of a portion of the 
nervous system, which is called 
vegetative. 

This portion of the nervous sys- 
tem is not directly affected by 
volition, by the will, but these 
patients appear to be excessively 
susceptible to slight stimuli. 

In so far as persistent hyperten- 
sion not in its commencement due 
to any organic cause may in time 
lead to degenerative changes in 
the circulatory system, and effort 
should be made to eliminate the re- 
sponsible stimuli, conditions or cir- 
cumstances, 


Decdonal Ulcers . 


HE duodenal ulcer tends to be- 
T come chronic with a fairly regu- 
lar cycle of activity, when the 
patient suffers pains and the typ- 
ical symptoms associated with his 
condition, followed by periods dur- 
ing which the patient feels well. 
The duodenal ulcer may heal 
spontaneously. However, medicine 
and nature make a better combina- 
tion against the duodenal ulcer than 
nature alone. 

The outstanding symptom is pain, 
characteristically described as 
gnawing. ' 

It is localized in what the patient 
describes as the pit of the stomach, 


| though it may radiate to the right 


— 
Be 


side and pass through to the lower 
level of the right shoulder blade. 

Usually the pain disappears upon 
the taking of food, a warm drink 
or medicine, only to reappear with- 
in an hour or two thereafter. The 
pain is aggravated by fasting, wor- 
ry, fatigue, cold, and sometimes by 
smoking. 


Associated with this pain may be 
a variety of other symptoms, such 
as those of fullness, rumbling of 
the stomach and the intestines, 
flatulence and gas on the stomach. 

Characteristically, the patient is 
irritable and incapable of any 
marked degree of concentration. 


As is usually true of many other 
medical conditions, the earlier duo- 
denal ulcer is diagnosed, and the 
sooner appropriate treatment is in- 
stituted, the better the chances for 
a complete cure. 


In adjusting his dietary and work 
habits the patient may succeed in 
overcoming his condition early and 
thus escape the need of surgical 
treatment and prolonged hospitali- 
zation. 


In discussing the duodenal ulcer, 
Dr. Ryle of Guy’s hospital, London, 
aptly states: “In a restless and fret- 
ful age . . . the most important 
contribution which we can make 

. » is to furnish sensible instruc- 
tions to the community ... with 
regard to the evils of missed and 
bolted meals, of excessive smoking, 
and of the prevalent habit of at- 
tempting to combine the process of 
digestion with anxiety and affairs.” 


The Survival of Natives 


CIENTIFICALLY controlled 
S studies have invalidated most of 
persistent beliefs concerning 
the special virtues of aboriginal na- 
tives, their methods of living, lon- 
gevity and powers of endurance. 

Wherever civilized man en masse 
has come in contact with natives, 
he has shown himself in many ways 
more capable of withstanding hard- 
ships than has the native stock. 

The exceptions are in localities 
where natives and the civilized man 
must suffer cruelly to survive, and 
the civilized man is unwilling. 

An interesting illustration of this 
is now available in the rapid de- 
cline of the Australian native, 
threatened with the extinction 
which overwhelmed the Tasman- 
ians. 

The injurious effects resulting 
from the contact of the native with 
the civilized man are of course 
multiform. 

o begin with, as the invader ap- 
propriates the native’s land, he de 
prives him of his normal source of 
food and disrupts the native’s rou- 


tine of life. 

Commonly, too, civilized man 
brings with him certain diseases 
such as_ tuberculosis, smallpox, 
measles and other infectious dis- 
eases.

Writing 
EACHING writing is one of the 
most difficult problems of edu- 
cation. 

It generally is taught in school 
with doubtful results, and yet to 
teach it at home is scarcely feasi- 
ble, partly because, unlike reading, 
it requires certain ideal conditions 
of position and implements, and 
partly because, regrettably, there 
are too few adults who can write 
either legibly or with any style. 

Furthermore, writing requires a 
muscular control of the hand which 
few little children can be expected 
to have. There is much of the beaw- 
ty of handicraft about writing 
which the typewriter is fast blot- 
ting out of the world. 

Little children of pre-school age 
are being taught to use the type- 
writer, and it is not to be wondered 
at that when they reach school they 
see no need to learn more than the 
motions of handwriting. Anything 
more seems to them superfluous 
and absurd, and they go through 
life with sfgnatures worthy of the 
feeble-minded. 

Few mothers allow their children 
to use a sewing machine before they 
have learned a little about hand 
sewing. If the typewriter offered 
any perils of personal injury to the 
child, no doubt there would be re- 
strictions on its use. 

The school can only teach and 
give practice, but it is for the par- 
ents to set up and demand a stand- 
ard of excellence. Certainly the 
quality of handwriting has a very 
marked effect on the temper of the 
reader, and many an examination 
has been flunked or job lost because 
the writing was poor. 

Unless handwriting is to go out 
of use entirely and typing to take 
its place, it might be well if we 
emphasized its value as an art as 
well as a practical accomplishment. 


Ice Box Cookies
